INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


We have audited the accompanying general-purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Tuftonboro as of and for the year ended December 31, 1998, as listed in 
the table of contents. These general-purpose financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town of Tuftonboro management. Our responsibility is to 
express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our 
audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the general-purpose financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general-purpose financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
general-purpose financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

The general-purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group, which should be included to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded in 
the General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 

Governmental Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 98-1, 
Disclosures About Year 2000 Issues, requires disclosure of certain matters 
regarding the year 2000 issue in order for financial statements to be prepared in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. Such required 
disclosures include: any significant amount of resources committed to make 
computer systems and other electronic equipment year 2000-compliant; a general 
description of the year 2000 issue, including a description of the stages of work in 
process or completed as of the end of the reporting period to make computer 
systems and other electronic equipment critical to conducting operations year 
2000-compliant; and the additional stages of work necessary for making the 
computer systems and other electronic equipment year 2000-compliant. 

The Town of Tuftonboro has omitted such disclosures. We do not provide 
assurance that the Town is or will be year 2000 ready, that the Town’s year 2000 
remediation efforts will be successful in whole or in part, or that parties with which 
the Town does business will be year 2000 ready. 

In our opinion, except for the omission of the information discussed in the 
three preceding paragraphs, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of 
Tuftonboro as of December 31, 1998, and the results of its operations and cash 
flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles.

P.M. by the moderator, Roger H. Wingate. Meeting was opened with a salute to 
the flag, followed by prayer offered by the Reverend Russ Petrie.

All the elected officers were present and were administered the oath of office by 
the moderator. 

2. The motion was made by Selectman Bill Antonucci and seconded by John 
Widmer to adopt article 2 as read. No questions, and article 2 to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $63,000.000 to pave Union Wharf Road was approved by 
a show of hands in the affirmative and the article declared passed by the 
moderator. 

3. The motion was made by Selectman Bill Antonucci and seconded by John 
Widmer to adopt article 3 as read. Sue Weeks questioned the phrase “capital or 
non-lapsing.” This was explained a necessary to hold over any funds not expended 
during the current year; otherwise these unexpended funds lapse into the general 
fund. Question was asked if this would lead to the paving of Dame Road. 
Selectman Joseph explained that the work on this road is designated as a five-year 
project and would be paved in the future. Vote by show of hands in the affirmative 
and article declared passed by the moderator to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$25,000.00 for drainage work on Dame Road. 

4. The motion was made by Selectman Bill Antonucci and seconded by Bill 
Dawson to adopt article 4 as read. John Galvin questioned whether the town used 
tar or hot top. Selectman Antonucci explained that the town has consistently raised 
money annually for this account, to be used as needed. Vote by show of hands in 
the affirmative and article declared passed by the moderator to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $63,000.00 for the Special for Tar Account. 

5. The motion was made by Selectman Joseph and seconded by John Widmer to 
adopt article 5 as read. It was questioned how many police vehicles the town 
would have. With the passage of this article the number would be three. The town 
now has three full-time officers and a special. Vote by show of hands in the 
affirmative and article 5 declared passed by the moderator to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $24,628.00 for the purchase of a new police cruiser. 
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6. The motion was made by Selectman Antonucci and seconded by Ken Craigue 
to adopt article 6 as read. The moderator requested Town Counsel Pamela D. 
Albee to address concerns of this article. There were many questions: area, 
incumbencies, structures allowed, time frame for use, what would happen with a 
“no” vote, a signed agreement? Attorney Albee read the consent agreement and 
state the clients have been bound by the attorneys involved by this consent 
agreement. Once bound by their attorney, a client is held to that agreement. Vote 
by show of hands in the affirmative and article 6 declared passed by the moderator 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $122,500.00 for the purchase of a parcel of 
land located at Nineteen Mile Bay. 
7. The motion was made by Selectman Antonucci and seconded by Joe Ewing to 
adopt article 7 as read. No discussion. Vote by show of hands in the affirmative 
and article 7 declared passed by the moderator to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,109,221.00 and with the addition articles voted $298,128.00 for a total 
appropriation of $1,407.349.00. 
8. The motion was made by Selectman Antonucci and seconded by John Widmer 
to adopt article 8 as read. Selectman Antonucci presented the moderator with a 
petition signed by five voters to have this question decided by secret ballot. 
Selectmen are not recommending mandatory recycling. After several questions on 
recycling, a vote was taken: No 114, Yes 12. Article 8 was declared not passed by 
the moderator. 
9. Under this article the selectmen wanted to recognize the retirement of several 
town officers: 

Under article 6 the selectmen wish to acknowledge all the time and effort that 
Attorney Albee and Susan Weeks spent on this Nineteen Mile Bay project. 

Recognized were: Chief of Police Charles F. Berry, 12 years; Fire Chief John 
Scott, 12 years; Selectman Norman E. Vittum, 14 years; Executive Secretary Mary 
B. Craigue, 15 years. 

After the presentation, Selectman Antonucci introduced the new persons: 

Executive Secretary Heather K. Cubbedu, Fire Chief J. William Dawson, 
Police Chief Andrew Shagoury. 

Kris Kenison wished to thank Ann Hackl and her committee for the 
informative newsletter The Tuftonboro Times, featuring past and current events. 

John Robinson expressed his concerns with Lang Pond Road and would like to 
work with the town to create a snowmobile trail along the road and also at the 
same time make the road passable. 

The motion was made by John Widmer and seconded by Tim Sullivan to 
close the meeting. Vote in the affirmative by show of hands and meeting closed at 
9 P.M. with abut 130 persons in attendance.

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1999 REPORT OF THE 
TUFTONBORO HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Lots of ice in January kept men and equipment on the go. Approximately 1,800 
yards of sand were used to keep town roads safe and passable in 1999. Plowing 
snow continued through the end of March. 

Springtime saw the department raking dirt roads and sweeping up sand 
residue. Ditching was done on Union Wharf and Ledge Hill Roads. June 7th saw 
record breaking heat. Sixty-seven degrees was recorded at 5:00 a.m. that day. A 
section of Canaan Road was reclaimed and graveled. The black top section of 
Canaan Road was repaved in June. Union Wharf Road was also repaved, as were 
the ends of Harvest Lane. Chandler Road was reclaimed and repaved. 1,200 feet of 
underdrain was installed on Northline Road, and 2,300 feet of that road was 
graveled in preparation for paving in the future. 

Roadside mowing was done in the late summer, as was the annual grading 
and maintenance of dirt roads. Beaver again caused headaches for all concerned in 
wet areas. 

There was no plowable snow through the New Year except for two inches on 
November 13th at Tuftonboro Corner and Brown Road, but black ice, sleet, and 
freezing rain did cause problems.

There are several laws that take effect January 1, 2000. As many of you may 
be aware, the Civil Rights Act takes effect. This act allows for injunctive relief for 
victims of "hate crimes." Violations of these injunctions would lead to criminal 
penalties. Another significant change involves Boating While Intoxicated. The 
penalties for refusal to consent to a breath test are now the same in Boating While 
Intoxicated and Driving Under the Influence cases. The domestic violence laws 
now have provisions for a person to be held in preventative detention without bail.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE 
WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact 
your local warden or fire department to find out if a permit is required before doing 
ANY outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be done. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven forest rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season forest rangers 
were busy assisting communities with suppression of difficult and remote multi- 
day fires. Forest rangers have also investigated numerous complaints regarding 
violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action 
to ensure compliance. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber 
harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2,400 forest fire wardens and deputy forest fire wardens throughout 
the state. Each town as a forest fire warden and several deputy wardens who assist 
the forest rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. 
The 1999 fire season was a challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in 
New Hampshire. The severe drought conditions throughout the spring and 
summer months, combined with the residual effects of the 1998 ice storm, resulted 
in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to burning in excess of 452 
acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wildfire. Wildland fires in the urban 
interface is a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners 
can help protect their structures by maintaining green space around them and 
making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols, and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the 
quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling 
the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as 
low as possible. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.

1999 SUMMER SWIM PROGRAM 


The 1999 Summer Swim Program was very successful. Seventy children were 
enrolled in the program, and thirty-two participated on the Town of Tuftonboro 
Swim Team called Club Melvin. The weather was most cooperative, and not one 
day had to be rescheduled. The program began on July 6th and concluded on July 
30th with a swim meet at Camp Belknap. 

A new assistant was introduced to the program. Timothy J. Murray replaced 
Matthew Soule, who resigned to pursue his career. Timothy holds a Boy Scouts of 
American lifeguard certification and has worked as an assistant counselor for the 
past two years. We were fortunate indeed to be able to have Tim assist. He did a 
wonderful job and was well like by both the children and the parents. Hopefully, 
Tim will pursue his water safety certification this winter and return to Tuftonboro 
next year. Timothy was replaced in his week-long absence, while he canoed the 
Allagash River in Maine, by a very skilled young lady. Mary Roseen of Tuftonboro 
readily filled in assisting me in the teaching of lessons, record keeping, and 
equipment maintenance necessary to run the swim program. Mary, only thirteen 
years old, will be an asset to our town in the years to come if she chooses to 
continue on and become a certified lifeguard and water safety instructor. She is 
already a very accomplished swimmer and a very good assistant. 

The highlights of this year’s program were the institution of the Guard Start 
Program, a program for 11—14-year-olds wishing to continue their instruction and 
become Red Cross certified lifeguards, and the addition of a tri-meet with 
Wolfeboro and the Swampscott Beach Club of Massachusetts. Both programs were 
very well received, and it is hoped that both will have a spot in the annual swim 
program. 

In conclusion, | would like to thank the Town of Tuftonboro for the 
opportunity to work with all the fine people involved in getting the children to and 
from the beach and the swim meets. It is always a pleasure working with you and 
the town officers who are so cooperative and supportive. Lastly, | would like the 
thank the children themselves for their cooperation. We had fun and learned a lot 
in the process.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The conservation commission had a relatively busy schedule this year. We handled 
forty-five new applications to dredge or fill in wetlands, an increase of over 75 
percent from the previous year. Once again, few permits were denied. We 
received a number of complaints involving inappropriate work in wetlands with 
several violations found. In the case of violations, remedial action and or fines are 
administered by the wetlands bureau. 

Most of the dredge and fill applications involve the building of docking 
structures on Lake Winnipesuakee, including breakwaters and boathouses. Most 
people are aware of the need for permits for this type of project. However, when 
we move away from standing water, there is often confusion as to what constitutes 
a wetland. To the untrained eye, a soil may not appear to be hydric (wet). Before a 
structure can be built, a septic system installed, a culvert placed, or a wet area 
filled, it is important to know if the area is a wetland. This is done by a soil 
scientist. If you have any doubt, ask first. Material is available at the town house 
and conservation commission members are available to answer questions. 

Also, a law was passed in 1994 called The Comprehensive Shoreland 
Protection Act, the goal of which is to prevent actions within 250 feet of a lake that 
could cause degradation, of the quality of the nearby water. This covers use of 
fertilizer for lawns, the cutting of vegetation, and erosion control. Once again, ask 
first. 

It may be a bit time consuming to go through tbe permit process but it will 
save headaches in the long run and will help in guiding you toward sound practice 
in and around wetlands.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS 


During 1999 the Trustees of the Trust Funds for the Town of Tuftonboro managed 
the following funds: 


1. Dump Closure Fund 

2. Nineteen Mile Bay Beach Fund 

3. Charles Davis Fund 

4. Leon F. Shepherd Scholarship Fund 
5. Tomb Library Fund 

6. The Tuftonboro Scholarship Fund 


In managing these funds, the interest from the Leon F. Shepherd Fund was 
distributed to seven (7) Tuftonboro students graduating from high school and 
continuing their education; the Davis Fund earnings were given to three (3) 
residents over seventy years of age; the Tomb Fund earnings were reinvested for 
growth. There were no requests for withdrawals from the remaining funds. 

A new fund, The Tuftonboro Scholarship Fund was established as an open 
trust fund that will accept donations of cash or stock, the income from which will 
be used exclusively to assist worthy Tuftonboro residents who wish to further their 
education. It will take a few years for this fund to build, but it is the hope of the 
Trustees of the Trust Funds that Tuftonboro residents and businesses will choose to 
support it by their contributions. 

Investments of funds are currently held in the New Hampshire Public Deposit 
Investment Pool with the exception of the Tomb Fund which is invested in a 
conservative mutual fund.

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TUFTONBORO FREE LIBRARY 
Annual Report for 1999 


1999 was a year of change for the Library. Staff member Maureen Martell resigned 
in September to take up a full-time position in Concord. Among many other 
projects, Maureen reorganized the entire adult paperback collection while she was 
here, making it much easier to find what you're looking for. Replacing Maureen at 
the front desk is the mother-daughter job-sharing team of Jan and Maggie Croteau, 
who are currently working to finish up the inventory of adult fiction. Maggie also 
runs the regular pre-school story hour program on Tuesdays at 10:30 am. Trustee 
Pat Sprague resigned in October, after moving to Wolfeboro. In November, 
Carolyn Sundquist was appointed to replace her as Treasurer. 

Also in November, librarian Robison Hedden (aka Gus) resigned to become 
the director of the Durham Public Library. Gus came to TFL in the spring of 1991, 
and he oversaw both the construction of the addition and also the conversion to a 
computerized circulation system with an online catalog. In December, Lindalee 
Lambert (former Ossipee librarian) and Christie Sarles (former TFL trustee) were 
hired to replace Gus. This second job-share position makes our library unique in 
New Hampshire! Among all the new faces, Mary Bagg's familiar smile still 
provides a warm welcome, and her knowledge of the library and patrons ensures 
continuity of the personal, professional service that is a tradition here. 

The library continued to benefit from the contributions of volunteers this year. 
Adult volunteers Peggy Bashe and Veronica Leipert once again helped to ease the 
crunch on Wednesdays and Saturdays. Student volunteers Randy and Travis 
Lawrence-Hurt, and Thomas and Stefan Raspante worked at the desk, helped with 
discards, washed books, bagged trash, and helped to decorate the building for 
holidays. Luke Lawrence-Hurt is the webmaster and all-around electronics and 
Statistics maven. 

In addition to the weekly pre-school story hours this year, the library ran 
another popular summer reading program. More than forty-five children attended a 
special magic show and fairy tale performances, and more than fifty young readers 
gathered for a picnic at Castle in the Clouds. TFL joined a video consortium with 
the libraries in Moultonboro, Madison, Tamworth, Sandwich, and Chocorua, with 
funding from the Arts Council of Tamworth. This video collection includes 
classics, foreign films, and new releases, and selections change monthly. In 
December, storyteller Ed Fayle brought a special edition of the Polar Express to the 
library. More than seventy-five true believers sipped hot chocolate around the 
library's Christmas tree, and went home with bells on. 

The Friends of the Library continued their sponsorship of changing monthly 
exhibits and displays by local artists and collectors. They also sponsored another 
successful Book and Bake Sale in July, featuring used computer equipment as well 
as books. And they approved funding for a much-needed new copy machine for 
public and library use. New Friends of all ages are always welcome to join—just 
ask at the library. 

In addition to regular library programs and exhibits, the Hamel Meeting Room 
was regularly booked throughout the year by community groups including the 
Newcomers Garden Club, the Tuftonboro Association, the Lakes Region Humane 
Society, the Hikers, the Daisy Girl Scouts, local home-schoolers, an after-school 
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algebra tutorial, painting and exercise classes, and our own local contradance 
band, Caravan. 

Both of us feel pleased and proud to be TFL's new librarian. We thank the 
trustees for their support, and we look forward to getting to know all of you, both 
returning and new patrons. New library hours are Tuesday 10-6, Wednesday and 
Thursday 1-5, Friday 10-6, and Saturday 10-1. Please plan to visit your library often 
in the new millennium!

The Carroll County Community Contact office is a private, non-profit Center for 
Families and Community Services that was established in 1984, operating from our 
base at 5 Folsom Road, Center Ossipee, New Hampshire. We have nine regularly 
scheduled satellite office sites located throughout Carroll County. 

The Carroll County Community Contact Office has provided services for 289 
of Tuftonboro’s citizens, processing 83 fuel applications, 15 being elderly and 13 
disabled, and linked 1,178 with other Community Action Programs. 


TRI-CCOUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION HAS SPENT $12,826.53 ON 
TUFTONBORO CITIZENS BETWEEN JULY 1,1998 AND JUNE 30,1999. 


Community contact is dependent upon funding from your town and neighboring 
communities county-wide to provide necessary services for the less fortunate 
citizens in our communities. The local funds are combined with the Community 
Services Block Grant, Fuel Assistance, New Hampshire Emergency Shelter Grant, 
Homeless Programs, FEMA, McKinney, and private and corporate benefactors. We 
also are the conduit through which the USDA surplus food gets distributed to the 
11 food pantries and 4 Dinner Bells throughout Carroll County in order to serve 
our residents. 

Carroll County Community Contact is known as a family friendly agency. Our 
staff has the trust of the entire county. We are able to successfully partner with 
individual families and assist them one-on-one to identify barriers blocking the way 
to self-sufficiency and the resources to overcome these barriers. We provided 
information, referrals and assisted with advocacy for more than 11,000 households 
in Carroll County last year. 

We have greatly appreciated the support, cooperation, and partnership with 
your elected officials, staff, and residents, as well as other social service agencies, 
and our clients.

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VNA - HOSPICE 
1999 Annual Report 


The Visiting Nurse Association-Hospice of Southern Carroll County & Vicinity, 
Inc. (VNA-Hospice) is a not-for-profit, free standing, Medicare certified provider of 
home care, hospice and outpatient services to the residents of Alton, Brookfield, 
Effingham, Moultonborough, Ossipee, Sandwich, Tamworth, Tuftonboro, 
Wakefield and Wolfeboro. In most of these towns the VNA-Hospice is the primary 
home care provider, while in others we supplement the towns own visiting nurses 
with specialized care such as hospice. 

The VNA-Hospice is a key component of the health care delivery system 
in this region, and we know that the care we provide to our residents is essential to 
their ability to remain independent and in their own homes. The ability to provide 
quality care to our patients has always been our mission and the reason for our 
existence. We have successfully been providing home care for over fifty years and 
we really believe the best long term care facility is your own home. 

The ability of the VNA-Hospice to make the necessary changes to reduce 
costs, and survive the first year under the Balanced Budget Act (BBA) of 1997's 
Interim Payment System (IPS) during Fiscal Year 1998 (FY98), really set the 
foundation for what had to be accomplished during Fiscal Year 1999 (FY99). The 
economies that had been achieved had to be maintained and continually 
scrutinized, in order to ensure that everything was being done to keep the costs in 
line, while maintaining the high quality of care that VNA Hospice is known for. 

During FY99 the VNA-Hospice staff drove 371,234 miles to make a total 
of 35,533 visits to our residents. This represents a 3.9% reduction from FY98 and a 
total of 29% reduction during the last two years. The VNA-Hospice has always 
depended on our communities for support and to reimburse us for uncompensated 
services that were provided to our residents without insurance coverage. While we 
are all facing many fiscal constraints, because of the efforts of our staff and many of 
you, the VNA-Hospice will continue to be able to provide care in your town. 

The VNA-Hospice made 2,622 visits to residents of the Town of 
Tuftonboro. We are requesting a reimbursement of $5,688 to cover the actual 
amount of uncompensated care that we have provided to your residents during our 
fiscal year 1999. This represents a major decrease in the unrecoverable bad debt 
and town-specific losses attributable to actual use of home health care and 
hospice services. Thank you for your continued support.
